Brockwuy,  one  oftve  best-known  ho- 
t(d  men  in  the  country,  and  a  Free 
.Mason  of  high  rank,  died  in  his  apart- 
ments at  the  Park  Avenue  Hotel  Mon- 
day afternoon  of  old  age. 

Mr.  Brockway  was  born  at  Sutton, 
y.  IT.,  on  \ovend)er  •J4.  18:t().  When 
he  was  1!»  years  <dd  he  went  to  Cle\i-- 
land  with  hi-  eider  brother,  ,Im!iu 
l!ro(d<way.  e-lablisiiini:  the  (dd  City 
Hotel.  He  (-..nductod  the  hotel  with 
sueees-  tlirouLii.oiit  the  Civil  War. 
It  was  a  laiiious  place  for  rnioii 
troop-  ijoiiig  and  comin;:  tioiii  the 
war  .and  in  this  fttey  Mr.  Brockway 
Won  the  friendship  of  many  of  the 
greatest  heroes  of  the  rebellion. 

In  1868  Mr.  Brockway  eame  to 
New  York  and  for  a  year  thereafter 
managed  the  old  Broadway  Central 
Hotel.  In  1869  he  beca/me  proprietor 
o  fthe  Ashland  House,  at  F«»urt!i  ;iv- 
enue  and  Twenty-tonith  street,  with 
wliich  he  was  connected  until  ])v-

Its  p''"ii|'t  payment  indi 
cates  that  the  incidence  of  the  tax  has 
not  been  heavy.  It  offers,  moreover, 
an  opportunity  for  knowledge  by  the 
government  of  the  general  condition 
afad  business  of  all  corporations,  and 
that  iiMatts  by  far  the  aseat  important 
ptiftt  «f  tl^'tftishiess  of  tb^«omitry.

The  returns 
of  all  corporations  are  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  any  government  ofBcer  or 
to  tiie  examination  of  any  court,  in 
which  the  return  made  by  the  corpora- 
tion ls°  reterant  and' competent-  evi- 
dence.

Little,  if  any.  of  the  criticism  of  the 
tariff  has  been  directed  against  the 
protective  principle  above  stated,  but 
the  natal  iMdy  of  the  criticism  has  been 
baaed  on  the  charge  that  the  attempt 
to  conform  to  measure  of  protec- 
tion  was  not  hdndbtly  and  sbicerely  ad- 
hered to. 

Tariff  Beard.

In  order  to  avoid 
criticism  «if  this  kiiid  in  the  future  and 
for  the  purpose  of  uiore  nearly  conform- 
ing to  tbe  party  promise  congress  at  its 
last  sessi<Hi  made  provision  at  my  re- 
quest for  the  ctmtinua&ce  of  a  board  cre- 
ated nnder  the  aiitbtorlty  W  ih^  mttl- 
mum  ahd  minimmn-clause'  of '(he  tariff 
bill  and  auttiorfased  this  board  to  expend 
the  money  appropriated  nhdei^  litj 
rection  for  the  ascertainment  of  the 
cost  of  production  at  home  and  abroad 
of  the  various  articles  included  In  the 
schedules  of  the  tariff.

The  inquiries  which  the  members  of 
the  tariff  l>oard  made  during  tbe  last 
summer  Into  The  methods  pursued  by 
other  goTernmehts  wlMSf- reference  to 
(be  flxThg  of  tariffs  and  the-determiua 
tion  of  tbeif*^*frect  npon'  tra«le  show 
that  each  government  malntaius  an  of- 
llce  or  Itiireaii.  the  offieors  and  em- 
ployees of  which  have  ipade  their  life 
work  the  study  flif  tailtf  mft'tilers.  of 
foreign  and  hotne  prices  ahd  cdst  of 
articles  imported  and  tbe  effect  of  the 
tai'lff  upon  trade,  so  that  whenever  a 
change  is  Ihoiight  to  be  necessary  In 
the  tarilT  law  this  ofTi.e  is  tlie  source 
of  the  most  reliable  information  as  to 
the  proiiriety  of  the  change  and  its  ef- 
fect. 

I  am  strongly  convinced  that  we 
need  in  this  government  just  siu  h  an 
ofTice  and  that  it  can  lie  secured  by 
making  the  tariff  board  already  aji- 
pointed  a  permanent  tariff  commission, 
with  such  duties,  powers  and  emolu- 
ments as  it  may  seem  wise  to  congress 
to  itive.
